Board Considers 
$12,000 Budget 


Last night the Executive Board 
considered a tentative budget of 
$12,880 for the Associated Stu- 
dents. This budget is over 100 per 
cent higher than the budget for 
the 1945-1946 college year of 
$5125. 

Reason for the increase was 
given as the huge expansion of the 
student body, there being over 800 
students in the college now as 
compared with 400 last year. 

Results of the Executive Board’s 
decision were ~-not available as El 
Don went to press, but the board 
is expected to adopt the budget

Returning to its pre-war status 
of engineering gridiron teams, a 
highly powered Don aggregation 
will defend its Eastern conference 
championship crown against their 
first league foe, the Mountaineers. 

Having already prevailed in 
three formidable games, Pasadena, 
Glendale, and El Centro, respec- 
tively, the Dons have been groom- 
ed, tried, experienced, and are now 
looking forward to a tough con- 
ference schedule. 


On paper, the Mt. San Antonio 
eleven rates as a strong contender 
and possibly a rising threat to the 
Dons well guarded list of wins. The 
Mountaineers hold a decisive win 
over Pomona college 20-0, but. 
dropped a 7-0 loss against ‘John 
Muir of Pasadena. This was the 
same Pasadena’ contingent that 
nipped the Fullerton Hornets 13-

not the same Pasadena team the 
Dons humbled 19-9, but a cross 
town rival, which is supposed to 
have received many of the Bull- 
dogs’ greater prospective players.
